Further Changes in the Ministry. 

Another Ministerial change has taken place 
in England. Mr: Grapstonz, Mr. Sypxxy 
Henseer, and Sir Jauzs Granam, have quit- 
ted the Panuzrston Cabinet, and Mr. Carp~ 
WELL, who had been spoken of as about to 
join it, the also resigned his offiee, not of the 
Cabinet. The three first have explained their 
reasons for leaving Lord Patmexstox.. Mr. 
Carpweut has not spoken, probably believing 
that in his comparatively irresponsible situa- 
tion, (President of the Board of Trade,) he 
was. not called upon to make any explana- 
tion. 

It is worthy of notice that, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Frepzrice Peet, (Under-Secretary 
in the War Department,) every Peelite who 
held office ‘in the late Coalition Ministry has 
quitted the public service. The Earl of A»- 
srpezx and the Duke of Newcastiz were 
turned‘out. “Mr. Grapetons, Sir Janes Gra- 
uam,Mr. Hexserr and Mr. Caznowstt have 
voluntarily resigned. The changes which had 
been made, in consequence of these vacan- 
cies, have been filled up, (as far as was known 
to the 27th; when the Pacific sailed, by men 
of indisputably liberal opinions. The Parx- 
zrston Ministry, a little injured by the seces- 
sion of the Peelites, has been recast, and the 
materials are now of purer metal than before. 
It is, indeed, more thoroughly a Whig Admia- 
istration than any which has governed Eng- 
land since 1832, when Reform was carried, at 
the risk of Revolution in the teeth of a form- 
idable opposition from the Tory aristocracy. 
Not the least remarkable incident in this 
chapter of political accidents; is the cireum- 
stance of Lord Jouw Russet. again entering 
the public service, (and his own,) as Colonial 
Minister.
